WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 24.—In spite ofa 
bad day, with rain falling and the skies so 
dark that a full head of gas biazed above the 
glass panels of the ceiling of the Hall of the 
House at high noon, when tiie Speaker’s 
gavel fell, the galleries were packed with 
spectators and crowds obstrugted the cor- 
ridors. All of these peopie had gatuered to 
witness the deciding struggle between the ad 
herents of the cities of New York, Chicago, St. 
Louis and Washington upon the result of 
which depended the location of the World’s 


Fair of 1892.

Sugar Industry of Kansas. 5 


CHICAGO, Feb. 25.—A dispatch from Topeka, 
» says: State Sugar Inspector Kellogg 
has presented to the State Agricultural De- 


gar industry, which has developed so rapidly 
during the pasttwo years. His report is of 
the most encouraging nature as to the future 
of the industry. He says there can be no longer 
any doubt as to the practicability of the man- 


ufacture of sugar from Kansas sorghum. 1 
the dry and undeveloped portions of the State, 
where corn and other cereals area partial or 
total failure, sorghum will always flourish,’’ 
says Inspector Kellogg. 

„The southern tier of counties in the State 
as far west as the west line of Barbour Coun- 
ty, is at present the cream of the sugar dis- 
trict. Sorghum hasbeen cultivated for ten 
consecutive years withouta single failure in 
Rice County, though some miles west of thi 
it has frequently been seriously damaged an 
of but [little value for making sugar. The 
possibilities for the successful culture of the 
sugar beet have opened a new field of Inquiry 
and it will take atleast one or two seasons 
before the sugar district can be clearly de- 
fined. Vast tracts of land in the western part 
of the State are lying idle which in time may 
ae tag the richest cane; but for the present, 

the light of past experiencs itis a hazard- 
ous undertaking to establish a plant west of 

the 99th meridian unless supplied with a 
néver-falling system of irrigation.’’

. PLAN OF WATER STORAGE. 

„The latest solution of the problem of water 
supply is that of water-storage. Its idea is 
this. Altb h not many.of the streams 
carry water throughout the year, they all run 
fullat some time. within the year. As de- 
scribed before, many of them are raging tor- 
rents in the early spring or for a few days in 
summer after a cloud-burst ln the mountains. 
This water is now wasted or worse than 
wasted, ,dennding the land of its soll and carry- 
ing destruction to damsand irrigating canals. 
The plan of water storage is to impound this 
water as it runs to waste in the season of flood 
and use it in the season of drought. Select 
the proper valleys for water-basins, close 
their outlets with dams, store great lakes of 
water when the mountain snows melt, and 
then letit out slowly and at will through 
flumes and ditohes to the lands below—this 10 
the essence of the new idea.’”’ 

The Walnut Grove Water Co.’s dam, which 
has broken, was bullt to impound the water 
ofastream. It lay in the typical position for 
such structures, closing the narrow outlet of 
a wide valley. Mr. Bates said it was built of 
stone and depended on gravity as its 

PRINCIPLE OF CONSTRUCTION. 
He sald: Its situation, in the interior and 
many miles from a railroad, precluded the use 
of cement, while the sides of the very canon it 
closes furnisbed an inexhaustible supply of the 
best granite. The dam is a huge wedge-shaped 
core of loose rock thrown in just as it was 
biasted from the bhili-sides, and kept in 
place and shape by wide back and front walls. 
These walls are hand-laid, but without ce- 
ment. With nofurther protection the water 
would, of course, fow away almost as fast as 
if no dam were there, This protection is 
supplied by a double apron orskin of three- 
inch planks, lined with tarred felting, calked 
and painted with water-proof paint, cover 
ing the whole water-face of the dam, 
and resembling in many ways the side of a 
ship. The dam is 110 feet high, and the lake, 
which now forms the largest body of water in 
Arizona, covers a surface of 750 acres, and 
impounds four thousand mfllion gallons.’’ 
OTHER GREAT RESERVOIRS. 

Mr. Bates described the four largest dams 
in the Western country and the Walnut Grove 
dam is the fourth in capacity.

RESULT OF MR. WAGNER'S INSPECTION. 

Luther Wagner, a San Francisco engineer, 
made an inspection of the Walnut Grove dam 
two years ago in the employment of the 
owners. The dam was then leaking. He 
found the dam seventy feet high, with forty 
feet moretobe added. The loose rock had 
been thrown In carelessly from the train and 
was too high in the center, thus weakening 
the dam’s resistance to the pressure. 
Inside of the work was to be a 
8 of wood, water tight, and 
where this met the bed rock there 
was to be a thick coating of the best Portiand 
cement. From talks with workmen Wagner 
found that this coment sheathing had not 
been well put on, because the company 
kicked at the costof the cement, having to 
pay $2freight on every dollar's worth of the 
material.

BUFFALO, N. I., Feb. 24.—Argument fo 
a new trial was heard by Judge 
Daniels Saturday in the celebrated libel 
suit of the Rev. Dr. Ball against the 
New York Evening Post.

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A PRIVATR’S RIGHTS. 


President HARRISON’s order disa pprov- 
ing the action of the court-martial in the 
case of Private Wu and remitting the 
unexecuted portion of thesentence is good 
as far as it goes, but it should have gone 
further. 

In declaring the punishment excessive 
it apparently assumes that some punish- 
ment should be inflicted on any private 
who refuses to render any personal serv- 
ice his Lieutenant may order him to per- 
form outside of his military duty. It also 
expresses a mild surprise that the Lieu- 
tenant was detailed to act as Judge- 
Advocate of the court-martial m- 
stead of being himself § arraigned 
for cursing and knocking down the pri- 
vate.

FOUND IN AN ALMS-HOUSE. 


Strange Story of the Reunion of Brother and 
Sister—Unnatural Children. 


By Telegraph to the PosTt-DISPATCH. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 24.—A strange story is that 
ofthe reunion of James T. Easton and Mrs. 
Henry Blinn, brother and sister, after a sep- 
aration of over half a century. Mr. Easton 


is a wealthy and influential resident of Brook- 
lyn, and his sister, whom he had not seen 
since 1836 nor heard from for twenty-six 
years,he found a week ago more by chance 
than anything else an inmate of the poor- 
house at Delaware, O., nursing with tender 
devotion her dying husband, with whom, 
when poverty overtook them, she had gone to 
the alms- house. 

Fifty-four years ago Mr. Easton, then a 
sturdy country boy, left his home at Oris, 
N. T., Oneida 2 and came to this city. 
His sister to whom he then bade good-bye 
was the happy young wife of a prosperous 
builder and .carpenter, Henry Slinn. 
Young Easton was soon in the busy 
whirl of the metropolis. He heard frequentiy 
from home for ten years and for that length of 
time knew alithe movements of his familly. 
His brother-in-law he knew bad accumulated 
sufficient property to place him in excellent 
circumstances. The prospect of a better field 
had been offered bim in Obio, and Mr. Blinn 
taking his wife and family bad removed to 
Stratford, in the Buckeye State. His pros- 
perity continuea there, andthe last that Mr. 
Easton heard of his brother-in-law and sister 
was that they were living on a farm belonging 
to Mr. Blinn, near Stratford.

N arrest was made 
shortly before 11 0’clock 
yesterday morning in 
Rev. Dr. Brank’s Cen- 
tral Presbyterian 
Church, Garrison and 
Lucas avenues, during 
the progress of the 
Sunday- school services. 
An arrest under such 
circumstances is not of 
common occurreiice, 
and to say that a stir 
was created inchurch would be putting the 
commotion in a mila light. It created all the 
more hubbub for the reason that the person 
arrested was an active and zeal- 
ous member of the congregation and 
the Treasurer of the Society of Christian 
Endeavor of that congregation. The capture 
was made by Detectives Harrington and 
Gaffney of the Fifth District, and their victim 


was 
MR. BURKE BROCCHUS, 


a young man of education and prominence. 

The officers walked in the church just as the 
Sunday school classes were about to be dis- 
missed, and found the young man they had 
been seeking deeply absorbed in the 
exercises. They stepped up to him quietly 
and tapping him on the shoulder asked if he 
was not Mr. Brocechus. He replied in the 
dfirmative, and immediately changed color, 
realizing apparently that something was 
wrong. We are police officers,’’ whispered 
Harrington, and you must atcompany us to 
the Fifth District Station.’’ The prisoner, who 
is a young man who has just turned his 2ist 
year, then became very nervous, and looking 
at the officers appealingly, said: ‘‘I don’t 
understand you.’’ He had been wrapping a 
piece of paper around one of his fingers and 
just as he started out with the officers 
he threw the paper on the 
floor. The officers saw this, but 
didnot then understand the significance of 
the move, but they did an hour or two later. 


The Sunday-school classes were filing out of 
the chureh at the time and the eyes of nearly 
all present rested onthe young man and his 
captors. He was taken to the station, where 
he was told he had been arrested because 
there were strong reasons to believe that he 
had stolen a ladies“ gold watch and a fine 
diamond ring, the property of Mra. J, F. 
Appel, residing at 2908 Pine street. Instead of 
makiug a prompt reply Brocchus broke down 
completely and sobbed like achild. A few 
minutes later he admitted to Capt. Fruchte 
that he had stolen the jewelry, but said tnat 
he was driven to the act by necessity. 

The causes leading up to his arrest, and in 
one of the leading churches of the city at 
that, were these: Ten days ago Mr. Appel, 
who is astock dealer, liying with his wife at 
Mrs. Hunter’s fashionable boarding- house at 
2908 Pine street, discevered that his wife’s 
gold watch and chain and a ring studded with 
seven diamonds, which had been in her 
family for three N had deen 
stolen. He report the matter to Capt. 
Fruchte, and said he was particularly 
anxious to get the ring as his wife regarded it 
as a family heirloom. Detectives Harrington 
and Gaffney were assigned to work onthe 
case, and making Inquiries learned that Mrs. 
Hunter had in her employ a colored servant 
named Thomas Henderson. This was a week 
from last Saturday, the day after Mr. Appel 
missed the jeweiry. The officers learned 
that Henderson had arranged to go to the 
country the day followthg, ostensibly 
to see his brother, and they considered this 
fact of sufficient importance to warrant his 
arrest. They took him to the station that 
evening, and he was locked up, notwithstand- 
ing bis protestations of Innocence. He spent 
all night and part of the next day behind the. 
bars, and was then released, as no new evi- 
dence had developed against him. The offi- 
cers then learned that 

‘ MRS. HUNTER 
had a young gentieman boarder named Burke 
Brocchus. Brocchus had told the occupants 
of the house that he was a clerk in the employ 
of Gilkerson & Sloss, the cotton dealers. He 
was then $20 in arrears for his board, but Mrs. 
Hunter was not alarmed, as she believed that 
he was in reality a clerk for Glikerson & Sloss. 
The officers ascertained that Brocchus 
was not employed there or any 
other lace. Tuesday last he aid 
his board, and it appears, notified Mrs. Hun- 
ter that he had decided to leave because he 
did not like the color of the table-cloths and 
napkins. His preference was spotless white 
and not the red linen that Mrs. Hunter used. 
The officers learned of these facts. and 
concluded that it would be 
well to watch the young man. Saturday 
evening they ascertained’ that the stolen 
watch had been sold toadown-town jeweler 
and the description of the seller tallied with 
Brocchus. They looked for him Saturday 
evening, but could find notrace of him. They 
learned from Mrs. Hunter that he had left be- 
cause he did not like the color of the 
table linen on that day. Yesterday 
morning they learned that Brocchus professed 
to be a very devout Christian and that he at- 
tended Dr. Brank’s church regularly. They 
reached the church before the services were 
at au end, and found the man they wanted 
sitting in a pew ina 

PRAYERFUL ATTITUDE. 
They arrested him, and in their hurry 
to get bim out did not investigate his action 
in throwing a piece ot paper to the floor. 

They returned to the church later and found 
that the sexton had just finished sweeping the 
floor and that he has picked up many scraps 
of paper and had thrown them in the waste- 
basket. They examined tne contents of the 
basket and found the diamond ring in one 
of the scraps. They took it to the 
station, where it was identified by Mr. 
Appel. The prisoner then told the police of 
the watch transaction, but stoutly denied 
that he had used a portion of the proceeds 
towards paying his board.

The arrest of Brocchus was a great surprise 
to the occupants of Mrs. Hunter’s house, 
as no one suspected that he 
would do such a thing, considering 
him a „ of means and a devout 
Christian. Hunter was not cast down, 
however, to any great extent by his arrest, as 
she did not like his allusion to her table linen. 
The negro Henderson was particularly 
pleased, ashe did not like the suspicion of 
gullt that bad rested on bim.

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Suicide of a Well-Known Young Canadian at 
Syracuse, N. .

Srracusz, N, T., Feb. 24.—John H. Browne, 
atone time a clerk in the Canadian Parila- 
ment, committed suicide in his room at the 
Wells House Saturday. His body was found 
lying upon the floor of the apartments by s 
chambermaid late in the afternoon. An 
empty vial which had contained morphine 
was tightly clutched in his left hand and ex- 


plained the cause of death. 

Browne's death revealed a romantic mar- 
riage, knowledge of which has been carefully 
guarded from his family.

MATHIAS PFAU. 


Sad State of a Dwarf Who Wasa Character 
ard Nad a History. 


Unless some relations or friends appear to 
prevent, the body of Mathias Pfau will be 
turned over to the Anatomica! Boerd for the 
purposes of that organization. The remains 
are now on asilab in the Morgue, where they 
have rested sinoe Thursday last. 

Plau died on Wednesday night at the City 
Hospital. He had been found insensiblie 


under u table inthe Soulard Market on Tues- 
day by a police officer. He was sent to the 
hospital for treatment, but never rec ＋ 
consciousness, and died with the sad st ry of 
his life untoid. 

Mathias Pfau was a character. About a 
month ago under the head of Four Courts 
sketches there appeared in the Post-Dis- 
PATCH a short notice ef this un 
fortunate man. His life was a faliure. 
Fifty years ago he came to St. Louis 
and ever afterwards made this city 
nis home. Thirty years age he was driving a 
milk wagon fora South St. Louls dairy com- 
pany. Then he became a vagrant, and bas 
putin hisremaining years wandering about 
the country during the summer aad loafing 
in St. uls resorts during the winter 
months. His appearance was most 
repulsive. He was little over three fect 
tall, bad a large head and enormous 
feet. He was drunk whenever he could raise 
the money on which to jollify, and was a 
familiar figure in South St. Louis, sitting 
against some convenient well with his Dig hat 
pushed back on his head and a look of blank 
stupidity on his face—dead to the world for 
the time being. He had many acquaintances 
among bis countrymen in Frenchtown. 

When Pfau last made his appearance at the 
Four Courts in the fail he had his left eye 
bandaged. The ball had been eaten entirely 
away dy a cancer, yet the suffering victim re- 
fused all medical assistance. He said he had 
been asleep in a barn in an Illinois farm 
several months ago and was discovered by 
the owner ofthe place, who ran one of the 
tines of his pitch-fork into the optic. A 
cancer soon formed, which cost the dwarf his 
life. He would never teil ofhis antecedents 
and always avoided a conversation as to his 
love for the nomadic life he led. He made no 
friends and was considered by many a harm- 
less lunatic.

Seeking Buried Treasure. 


Paris, Tex., Feb. 24.—A gentleman who re- 
cently arrived here brings news of a singular 
discovery on Red River, about flty miles 
northeast of this city. Parties hear- 
ing from traditions ot an old 
Spanish fort containing a large 


amount of silver stored init which had been 
obtained in the mountain north of here con- 
cluded to hunt for it. Tney found on the 
banks of the Red river a place covering about 
fifty acres of land with an earthwork and 
ditch around it. In the center 
were a number of mounds. Excavations 
were made into a number of them, and it was 
discovered that they were all Mexican adobe 
houses and on the inside ot esen were skulle 
and human bones covered over with 
charcoal. Tradition has it that this 
fort was strongly garrisoned, but that a 
revolt broke out among the Indians and the 
surprised and killed the men at the mines an 
then besieged the fort, and after a long strug- 
gie captured it, slaughtered the garrison and 
burned the bodies in the houses. 
North of this place in the 
mountains an old mine has been found. At 
that place is an old brass cannon and a num- 
ber of old gun barrels.

SALE OF THE FURNITUBE OF THE 


PLANTERS’ HOUSE COMMENCED. 


THE 


The Corridors of the Hostelry Crowded With 
Purchasers—Old Denizens Sorrowfaliy 
View the Scene—Some Incidents of the 
Sale— Low Prices Prevail—The Sale Will 
Continue Several Days. 


HE halis, corridors, 
pariors and rooms of 
the Planters’ House 
were filied this morn- 
ing with as motiey a 
throng as has ever 
been found within 
the walis of the time- 
bonored hostelry. At 
an early hour the 
crowd began to ar- 
rive and long before 
the arrival of the 
auctioneers hundreds 
of people were wan- 
dering about the 
house, examining the 
chairs, testing the 
bedsprings, opening 
and shutting bureau 
, drawers, fingering the 
mattresses and bedclothing and carefully in- 
specting all the furniture that was offered tor 
sale. 
A VERY LARGE PROPORTION 
of the concourse was of the gen- 
tler sox and a very considerable ma- 
jority were attracted by curiosity, rather 
than by any desire to add to 
their household goods. A few faces were seen 
in the morning that have been well knowa in 
St. Louis for several decades, and who have 
often assembled about the hospitable board of 
the Planters’ House in days when such a 
scene as that of to-day appeared to be among 
the impossibilities. These ola denizens of the 
hotel wandered mournfully through the 
rooms, and evidently considered the manner 
in which the furniture was handled and ex- 
amined as little short of sac- 
rilege. Expressions of regret were 
heard, and it was clear that 
many witnessed the breakup of the ald house 
with feelings of sorrow that would under or- 
dinary circumstances have been aroused only 
by some personal calamity. One old gontile- 
man who visited a large front room on the 
third floor that had been occupied by Gen. F, 
P. Blair as headquarters during the Presiden- 
tial campaign of 1858, was horrified to behold 
a huge Ethopian of the female persuasion 
seated in the largest easy chair with her feet 
in the one next in size, and her progeny, four 
in number, oe eee on the bed. He leit with 
a sigh and ‘declare that never again would he 
enter the doors of the house. 
TOB GREAT MAJORITY, 
however, were affected by no such mo- 
tives, but viewed the sale with a commercial 
rather than a sentimental eye. The ca ts 
seemed to attract an unusual amount of at- 
tention, and several enterprising gentiemen 
loosened the tacks to see 1 ether they could 
be turned successfully.

the bidding owas very popes, and 
no one person bought in much 
of the furniture, secend-hand dealers being 
the most extensive purchasers. Henry D. 
Laughlin, Mr. Girardi’s attorney, arrived just 
as Mr. Sutton mounted a steam register at 
10:30 o’clock to announce that the sale was 
about to be commenced. Mr. Sutton after 
stating thatthe furniture was all in the best 
of repair and the finest he had ever seen ata 
hotel, read the notice of sale advertised in 
the newspapers. He said there was no ques- 
tion as to the legality of the sale. 
In the absence of any satisfactory 

for the entire furnishings of the house, 
the articles would be sold separate, the con- 
tents of each room being auctioned off in 
regular order, commencing at the extreme 
southwestern room on the top floor. It would 
require several days to finish the sale and 
nothing but bed-room sets ard toilet sets and 
the like would be sold to-day. A deposit 
would be required on evéry art cle sold, and 
the terms of the sale would be cash. 

Fudge Laughlin was asked if he had any 
suggestions to make and.replied that he had 
not, but would like to know whether the 
auctioneer could inform the people just when 
he would sell the different style articles of 
furniture and household goods, Mr. Sutton 
replied that it would be impossible to sa 
that, but it was certain he would not finis 
selling out the bedroom sets and carpets, and 
toilet sets to-day ‘and it would be 
useless for people who intended purchasing 
anything else to remain, as it would be utterly 
impossible for more than a very smal! part of 
the crowd to get inside any of the rooms. 
If any but intending purchasers of the par- 
ticular articles to be sold to-day remained it 
would merely make a disagreeable crush. 

THE CROWD 
then proceeded up-stairs with Mr: Sutton. A 
number of women bad arrived during the 
morning, but none ofthem remained in the 
rotunda. They all hastened to different sec- 
tions of the building and inspected the rooms 
and articles tobe sold. Probably 1,000 peo- 
ple or more had gathered in the 
building by the time the sale op- 
ened and the crush was something 
frightful. When Mr. Sutton arrived in room 
No. 400, where the sale was to open, the crowd 
that followed him packed the room to suffoca- 
tion, and there were enough people left out- 
side in the corridors and other rooms to fill 
halfadozen rooms like it. Room 400 is a bed 
room on the top floor of the house and at the 
extreme southwestern corner of the building. 
it faces Chestnut street and has a 
side window opening in the alley which 
adjoins the Planters’ House on the west. This 
room contained a Brussels carpet, a walnut 
bedstead, washstand, dresser and wardrobe, 
a small walnut center table, a spring, a 
matress, two sheets, a white spread, two 
feather pillows, a 2 bolster, a double 
ligbt chandelier and two window portiers 
with poles and rings. 
THE SALE COMMENCED

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The New York League Magnate Discusses 
the Syndicate Offer.

NEw Tonk, Feb. 2.—The Herald to-day 
prints this: For the last month the air has 
been filled with rumors and denials of rumors 
as to the movements and proposed policy of 
either the National League or the Players’ 
Brotherhood. Ghoststories of all sorts and 
dimensions have been told and retold from 
one end of the country to the other, and al 


hands concerned have hada turn at the tell- 
ing. The latest fable relates to the intention 
ofasyndicate made up by some person or 
persons unknown to fame, to purchase the 
entire National League for $1,000,000. I saw 
President John B. Day of the New York 
League Club, last evening, in relation to 
this story, and he ridiculed it, characterizing 
the whole matter as a hippodrome. move of 
the people who are backing the Brotherhood. 
On Saturday Mr. Day received a communica- 
tion from the law firm of Tracy, McFarland, 

Ivins, Boardman & Piatt, making an offer of 
$1,000,000 for ten franchises of the National 
League. The lawyers informed him that they 
made the offer on behalf of a syndicate of New 
York gentlemen and that they had addressed 
themselves to him because he was considered 
the leading representative of the us Dey 
After consulting with his friends, 

sent a terse reply that if the syndicate had any 
offers to make tothe League they would have 
to apply themselves to President Young. 

‘*IT declined to discuss the offer, Mr. Davy 
said to me yesterday. It ismanifestly absurd 
and insincere. The Boston and Philadeiphbia 
Clubs are worth more than that alone with all 
their profits. Itisknown that the Brother- 
hood backers would like to get hold of the 
League franchise if they only hadthe means 
todoit. Thisstep isthe only one that would 
give them a binding hold on the players, They 
know as well as we do that they have no legal 
claim on the services ofany of the men now 
and that before the playing season begins we 
will demonstrate this in the courts. 

‘*There are scores of men who would give 
$1,000,000 for the property these men make a 
bid for, but I don’t think it could be had for 
twice that sum andthey knew it as well as any 
one. That the offer is not a bona fide one is 
evident from the fact that they have rushed 
into the newspapers with it. Syndicates with 
a million dollars who mean business are not 
in the habit of publishing to the world their 
schemes. It was merely made for the benefit 
of the public.’’ 

Mr. Boardman ofthe firm of lawyers said 
that the offer was made in good faith and that 
while the gentlemen who were concerned in 
the move did not care toappearin the matter 
— yet, they were not connected with the 

Srotherhood and stood ready to pay the 
money at any time.

A HORRIBLE CRIME, 


Terrible Work of a Dranken Man at St. 


Alban, Quebec.

One of the most astrocious crimes in the cal- 
endar was committed in the village of St.

Mrs. Olymphe Thibeault, the 
mother-in-law, flew into a passlon and told 
him to get out of the house if he dia not like 
it, at the same time threatening him 
with a  flat-iron. Dubois rushed out 
of the house and dia not return 
for a couple of hours. He had pone to the 
grocery and bought a quart of whisky. Then 
he went to the barn and stayed there until he 
drank his purchase. Mad with the fumes of 
liquor he returned to the house, brandished 
the empty bottle about his head and said he 
would be master in bisown house. His wife, 

Mary Zephye, fled into the yard in terror, but 
the mother-in-law, who had been used to 
these exhibitions of temper, and who, al- 
though over 60 years of age, was a remark- 
ably powerful woman, attempted to take the 
bottie from him. 

„Ive stood this long enough, he shouted, 
and struck the old lady on the head. Her 
screams brought the wife back into the house 
and she saw her husband pounding her 
mother’s head with an ax. forgetting her 
own danger she rushed into save the mother 
and was struck down herself with 
an tkeartul gash in the head. The 
infuriated husband deliberately began to hack 
his mother-in-law’s body to pieces. Then he 
went up-stairs where his 4-months-old baby 
was inthe cradic. The baby was almost de- 
capitated besides having cruel cuts all over 
the body. Dubdis’ thirst for blood was not 
yet satisfied and with the bloody ax he went 
out in the road where Joseph Rudolph, his son, 
was playing, and struck him on the head. He 
then threw the ax beside the body and started 
for the woods.

A DESERVED TRIBUTE. 


ME. SHELQON OF THE ETHICAL SOCIETY 
EULOGIZES DR. CHAS. W. STEVENS. 


He Tells What Dr. Stevens Did for the Ethi- 
cal Movement in St. Louis—Dr. Snyder 
Begins a Series of Lectures on the Evolu- 
tion of Christianity Rev. R. A. Holland 
Delivers a Discourse on The Devil.” 


At the meeting of the Ethical Culture Soci- 
ety yesterday morning, at Memorial Hall, Mr. 
W. L. Sheldon, the lecturer of the society, 
delivered a eulogy upon the late Dr. Charles 
W. Stevens, who was at onetime President of 
the society. The death of Dr. Stevens he con- 
sidered a great loss to the ethical culture 
movement in St. Louis. He was a man of high 
worth and in every way a model of the right- 
eousness which it was the alm of the Ethical 
Society to promote. The eulogy, while most 
complimentary to the character of the de- 
ceased, was but a just tribute. Mr. Sheldon’s 
remarks were as follows: 


We may not as a rule care to express feel- 
ing of esteem before the public, for friends 
who have been taken away from us. We pre- 
fer ordinarily to say it in tue quiet of the 
family. Occasionally, however, it does hap- 

en that a man is called from our midst who 

as belonged in a way to other persons be- 
sides his friends and intimate acquaintances. 
There are individuals who have been a part of 
the life of the community. When we know 
thatan Individual of that kind is separated 
from us finally on earth we feel then as though 
we would like to say before others something 
of our sense of loss, because we know that the 
sad event has not merely taken something 
away from persons! friends, but made a gap 
in the life of the city. We may truly say that 
to this class would belong our friend whom 
we shall not have with us again 

He has grown up with this people; he has 
seen our city start from its early youth; as he 
was growing into maturity and ripening in 
years, it too was developing around him and 
rising to its present size and prosperity. He 
has lived its lite and felt its feélings, he has 
shared in its strife and commotion, he bas 
lived through its tragedy. When now parting 
from him we are truly separating from one of 
the fathers of our community. 

He has occupied a private as well as a pub- 
lic*position. What is so remarkabie is that 
he lived through it all, did his work so faith- 
fully, and yet was so true and gentle in his 
methods, so honest and straightforward in 
his purposes, that there seems to have been 
for him a universal esteem and love. Few 
men are able to do this; it Is the ift of rare 
natures to be able to fuifill one’s duty, to do 
the right thing so manfully, and vet be abie at 
the same time to have that kindness of man- 
ner and feeling which Keeps him from 
arousing antagonism. 

A few days ago, members of all the profes- 
sions in this city, lawyers, business men, 
physicians and the clergy, stood at his bier 
and tendered their regard. Strength and gen- 
tleness form a rare combination. It is a won- 
derful power to keep 

THE ESTEEM AND AFFECTION 

of men while you may disagree withthem. It 
is no small circumstance to walk on faithfully 
in the course you set out for yourself, and yet 
through it all retain, the love of men. Yet 
this appears to have been the gift and power 
of our friend. He had intellectual capacity, 
tenderness of sympathy, the finest. judgment 
in his profession, and with them all he had 
courage. 

As we lay him away to bis rest and commit 
him tothe arms of the Eternal, wecan but 
think that it will be well if he form the 
standard tor the future fathers of the com- 
munity. 

Further, he had the calm heroic strength of 
a man with convictions. We think ot men in 
their old age as wanting rest, seclus lon, re- 
lief from their share in the new work and 
| effort. Nevertheless this manat 70 years of 
age was ready to come forward, join our num- 
ber, and become our leading member. He did 
not do this, as I understand it, from any 
thought that he was going to place himselt in 
antagonism to other people. He had said 
that in his own mind, while talking to only 
one ortwo others, he had been thinking of 
these matters for years. It was to him as 
though he were now only taking his seat in his 

natural religious home. Hedid not want to 
be where he could not be inacvord with his 
own heart; but here he seemed to find what 
he had been long feeling. He had the 

DEEPEST SPIRIT OF REVERENCE, 

but along with that the scientific attitude of 
the physician. For this reason, as I under- 
stand it, he felt that here he would find both. 
It Is pleasant formeto remember with refer- 
ence to him, that he should have stood with 

me here and addressed you; that in his calm, 
ripened old ago he should have felt that he 
could still be ascjentist, be a religious man, 
and be a member as well as president of our 
Ethical Society.
